TO CONFER ON REPARATIONS 


Europeans Will Negotiate for Sale 
of German Bonds in U. S., 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 9.—Negotiations be- 
tween the European nations of the 
allies and the Washington Govern- 
ment, concerning the recently pro- 
posed sale of German railroad in- 
dustrial reparations bonds, will be- 
gin next week, according to infor- 
mation here. 

The French and Belgian em- 
bassies have received instructions 
to take up the matter with the 
American State Department. They 
will ask the United State8 Govern- 
ment, as one of the beneficiaries 
of reparations to the amount due 
for the expenses of the army of 
occupation, to consent to the sale 
of fhe bonds.

Thousands of St. Louis radio fans 
whose hands shook with ague. as 
they tuned in on KSD, were put at 
ease in the first inning, and one 
long, quivering sigh swept up Olive 
street. The Cards got to Shawkey 
right away and so good was the 
reception from Yankee Stadium 
that St. Louis heard their bats 
pounding the ball. Each blow 
upon the ball, that rang so sharp- 
ly and yet so sweetly through the 
terrestral ether, was like a com- 
forting pat on the city’s taut, raw 
nerves, 

“There, there,’ the Cardinals’ 
bats seemed to be saying, ‘“‘there, 
there, little worried burg, it’s not 
so bad after all.” 

Of course, Alexander the Great 
sounded fine. But not quite so fine 
as in the first game he pitched at 
New York in the world § series. 
Then the loud speakers barked 10 
times, ‘“‘He struck him out!” Yes- 
terday these glad tidings came only 
six times. The Yanks also got the 
ball out of the infield oftener and 
there were a few disconcerting 
doubles. The radio crowds were 
nervous about Old Alex.

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MISSOURI'S HIGH SCHOOLS. : 
During the past 10 years there has been an in-| 
hcrease of nearly 100 per cent in the number of Mis- 
souri high schools. Charles A. Lee, State Superin- 
tendent of Schools, recently made a survey which dis- 
closed that 305 of 530 first-class high schools studied 
had fewer than 15 students in the graduating class, 
and 132 graduated fewer than eight. Last year 152 
of these schools had an enrollment of less than 60 
students apiece. The teaching force in 200 schools 
consists of three teachers, and the curriculum is nec 
essarily circumscribed. All students must take the 
same courses and there is no room to permit the fn- 
dividual to express a bent in any direction but the 
one outlined. 

It follows that, while numerous thinly populated 
/sections have high schools, the schools themselves 
are inadequate and the cost of maintaining them is 
extremely burdensome. Mr. Lee says that in one 
extreme case two years ago it cost the taxpayers 
of a third-class high school district $392.43 for each 
child enrolled, and in another the cost was $309.14 
per child. The survey shows thai more than half 
of the present high school districts in the State do 
not have population enough to maintain high schools. 

This is based on the estimate that no high school 
can be properly maintained on a solid financia) basis 
with fewer than 20 students {n each of the four grades. 
This is a low estimate. To conduct a high school 
efficiently and with modern educational methods, 
‘there should be 100 students or more, with the finan- 


cial backing that that figure represents. 
We understand the pride which small communi-| 
ties have in their schools and their eagerness to own | 
their own high schools. But they must decide be 
tween the littie one-horse schools which are a con-| 
Stant drain on their pocketbooks, and the larger con- | 
S0lidated school. The consolidated school was im-|

Comstockian Critics Raged at 
“Sapho.” 

A Comstockian era flourished 
during the mauve and moral nine-| 
ties, The “Sapho” arrest and trial 
occupied front page space and dis- 
turbed the sedate make-up of the 
newspapers for montha and 
months. Critics — and attack- 
ed the play artistically, dramaticai- 
ly and morally. wee of the same 
critics have since written and pro- 
duced sex plays that make the “up- 
the-stairs” scene in “Sapho"” iook 
like a dramatized episode from the 
Elsie Dinsmore series by compari- 
son. Every one in the play was 
slandered and villified, from Olga 
Nethersole and her leading man, 
Hamilton Revelle, to the most min- 
or character, whose child was dis- 
charged from a school giris up 
along the Hudson, because mothers 
of other students had seen the play 
in which he had a Siete or 
ané considered his daughter 
unfit companion for their chi 

Throughout it all, Miss Nether- 
sole pioneered for the ethical and 
emotional value of Daudet's play 
With a great deal of patience, to!- 
eration and dignity, she stood tria! 
and instMts, threats and epithets 
spewed up by the muck-mongers 
of the era. and was finallv ac- 
quitted. Thomas Beer’s account 
of the “Sapho” affair is admirably 
told and condensed in “The Mauve 
Decade,”” and follows

“Sapho” was produced at Wallack’s 
Theater, New York. Chrde Fitch 
had softened the tale carefully.

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ONG before Gene 
Tunney had even 
signed a contract 


for the memorable 
bout which was to 
make him champion 
heavyweight pugil- 
ist of the world, the 
prediction was free- 
ly broadcast by 
more than one 
authority on fight- 
ers that IF he ever should become champion 
he would be the most popular champion the 
prize ring had known since the days of John 
L. Sullivan. 

Already he has made good on the “if 
part of that prediction. In that dramatic 
encounter at Philadelphia fought in a driv- 
ing rain, before one of the largest gatherings 
that ever assembled in the history of sports 
to watch a contest or game, the “fighting 
Marine” came through. He came through with 
as much decisiveness as did his buddies at 
Chateau-Thierry. - From Jack Dempsey, 
probably the most formidable, but at the 
same time the most unpopular champion the 
country has ever had, he wrested a crown 
worn without much dispute for seven years. 
Now, with as little ostentation as that which 
marked hia ascent to the heights, he appears 
to have taken up a steady march toward 
realization of the reat of that forecast. 

The technical phases of his triumph in the 


ring, his victory punch by punch as it was . 


geined, are matters with which the boxing 
experts have already made the public fa- 
miliar. Now, what sort of a fellow is this 
Gene.Tunney personally, and why is he a 
champion different from others? Why is it 
that he enters into hia relgn with more real 
popularity than Dempsey could achieve in 
seven years of undisputed ring leadership? 
The reasons multiply ae the examination 
progresses, but consider first a few funda- 
mentals. -The sporting public likes perse- 
verance. It likes a self-made man and a 
gentleman. It tikes good looks and a clean 
record. Just now, it likes men who have 
shown they could fight somewhere besides 
in the prise ring. It likes drama. Tunney 
has these qualities in such abundance as to 
make the others seem flat by comparison. 


y N THE first place. Tunney wasn't what is 
[ comnoniy called a natural fighter, as 

Dempsey was. He lacked the killer in- 
stinct. He lacked the instinctive yearn- 
ing to wade in, tear his rival limb from 
limb and chuck the remains into the 
garbage can. He is what might be 
called a synthetic fighter. His skill, his 
fighting sense, even his powerful physique, 
he built up by tong and  0»persistent 
effort. Naturally, he was a student, and 
had to cultivate the other qualities that 
eventually turned him out a champion. It 
was not only a matter of actual ring en- 
counters now and then, but a constant fight 
all the way up the grade. He had to accom- 
plish a decided improvement of form and 
technique between each battle and the next

New King of the Prize Ring Might Have Come Out of a Story Book: Soldier, Student, 
Fighter and Gentleman—His Boyhood Chums in Greenwich Village Used to Think He Was 
a Sissy “Because He Read Books and That Sort of Stuff and Never Took a Drink or Gave 


a Skirt a Tumble.”

or elae drop out of the running. He has had 


to do that through some 60 fights. Often 
the odds were heavily against him, 
Take the Dempsey fight, for instance. 


Was ever a young fighter faced with a great- 
er peychological handicap than that he had 
to face and overcome In the Sesquicentennial 
stadium? There were 132,000 howling fans, 
many of them pulling for him, but most of 
them confident that Dempsey would put him 
to sleep. He had never had the crowd fac- 
tor to deal with in such a way before. He 
had never faced betore a man with such re- 
pute and punching power, let alone a man 
who had skill and experience with it and 
had mowed down ajl comers, even though 
they were few, for seven years. There was 
a certain inferiority complex he had to get 
rid of before he even entered the ring. 
Then, after he got there, he had to do what 
he was going to do in a pouring rain that 
half-blinded him and made his footing un- 
certain when footing was most necessary. 
That probably hampered him more than it 
would have hampered a man of less delicate 
mental structure. Psychologists point out 
that material dangers always welgh more 
heavily upon trained than upon untrained 
minds, because they are better able to re- 
alize and appreciate them. Imagine a man 
facing a human tornado like Jack Dempsey, 
with footing already uncertain and visibility 
impaired from the start. Dempsey, of 
course, had to labor under the same mate- 
rial difficulties, but for him there was not 
the same mental handicap. 


AS it any wonder, then, that the de- 
WV cisive beating administered to the 

heavy favorite by the underdog, 
in the face of such obstacles, appealed 
immensely to the drama-loving public? 
Even though the fight did lack the spec- 
tacular knockout and knockdowns of 
other famous tilts for the championship, 
it lacked nothing in drama, and it seemed 
fitting, somehow, that the persevering 
‘‘leatherneck’’ should win his greatest glory 
In such a setting. 

The boxing experts of the country almost 
unanimously selected Dempsey to win. 
Ahead of any big fight they always, quite 
honestly, are for the champion. Then, 
when the champlon is beaten, it is custom- 
ary for them to say, as in the present in- 
stance, that the champion was but a shel) of 
his former self. 

Before the Dempsey-Firpo fight one well- 
known boxing authority ventured to deciare 
that Firpo would not be able to lay a glove 
on Dempsey. It was a shame, he said, for 
the promoters to allow an unskilled dub like 
Firpo to meet a perfect boxing machine like 
Dempsey. Firpo would simply be masea- 
cred. Before the fight had gone far 
Dempsey had been knocked out of the ring 
and into the lap of this same critic, and the 
critic was helping him up. Just before this

last fight he was deploring Tunney's fate. 2 > 
They say now that Dempsey was but a ‘o 


ehell of the Dempsey who beat Willard at 
Toledo; that his punch and fast footwork 
were all gone. What made him a shell? A lost.

thing to do with {t. Dempsey did not make 
a shell of himself. Tunney's fist brought 
about the transformation. The facts in this 
case, as in most other cases, seem to be that 
the champion met a better man, all things 
considered, and simply got licked.

Tunney was born in Greenwich Village, 
in New York City, on May 25, 1898, the 
son of Irish parents.

With 
Corbett and Jeffries ahead 
of him, there may have 
been something signifi- 
cant in that James J. cog- 
nomen, but he was des- 
tined not to gain fame 
under such a resounding 
name. <A younger sister 
Was responsible for that.

While he lacked the advan- 
tage that the instinctive, born fighter has, 
he had another quality that made up for the 
loss. This was hie ability to take punish- 
ment and the courage to face heavy odds 
and still carry on.

In all, Tunney has had more than 60 
fights in his career, and has won over half 
of them by knockouts, without ever heing 
knocked down himself, but it was chiéfly 
through his victories in three great battles 
that he climbed into a position as contender 
for the heavyweight title. These were his 
triumph over Tom Gibbons, whom he 
knocked out in the twelfth round, after 
Dempsey had failed to stop the St. Paul bat- 
tler in 15; his victory, also by a knockout, 
over Georges Carpentier in a dramatic 156- 
round fight, and his knockout of Bartley 
Madden. Among his other notable victories 
were those over Johnny Risko, Erminio Spal- 
la, Charile Weinert and Harry Greb. Three 
times he defeated Greb after Greb had beat- 
en him. Incidentally, that firet encounter 
with Greb told more about Tunney's brand 
of courage than any other battle, including 
even the title bout with Dempsey.

So far the facts are clear. In the sal- 
vage court, there was testimony that some 
barrels of alcohol had been stove in. That 
testimony was not clear. But it gives a 
clew. 


A cargo of alcohol sometimes explodes. 
Alcoho] evaporates at a iow temperature. 
It is quickly susceptible to heat, in which 
it passes off as gas. Nor is the constant 
movement of a vessel likely to reduce the 
possible volatilization. The Mary Celeste’s 
cargo had been loaded in chill New York 
weather. Now as she neared the Azores and 
the temperature increased as it would in- 
crease in the neighborhood of the Azores 
and opposite the southern coast of Spain 
the alcoholic gases, confined in the air- 
tight barrels, began to rumble. 


Sailors know that warning sound and fear 
it. Marine underwriters, who assert that 
possibility of explosion must be considered 
in insuring a cargo of alcohol, are cognizant 
of that warning. Sometimes the explosion 
does not occur. Sometimes it is light— 
only a portion of the cargo is damaged. The 
explosion of one barrel, or even more, does 
not necessarily mean the explosion of the 
entire cargo. 


That such an explosion impended and 
threatened gravest danger is the belief of 
Arthur Briggs, who had advanced that so- 


lution after his years of silence and whose 
theory was approved by Captain J. H. Win- 
chester, the major owner of the vesse): Cap 
tain J. H. Briggs, a brother of Captain Ben- 
jamin Briggs of the fated vessel: Dr. Oliver 
W. Cobb of Easthampton, Massachusetts, a 
cousin, and Frederick K. Sheppherd of Buf- 
falo, New York, who for years has sougbt 
solution of the mystery. 


“A cargo of alcohol sometimes explodes 
and usually rumbles before exploding.” ex. 
plained Dr. Cobb to John Lafitte, who per- 
suaded the family to break its silence and 
published the result recently in a copy- 
righted story in the Boston Post. That ex- 
planation runs as follows: 


“It may have been well after breakfast 
had been cleared away in the cabin on the 
morning after the last entry in the Mary 


Celeste’s log, when the vessel would heve 
been about 100 miles from &8t Mary's. 
Probably the temperature was rising; for 
St. Mary's is the most southerly of the 
Asores. The cargo beated in the hold. Gas. 
escaping from the alcohol, began to rum- 
ble. 


“Captain Briggs knew the danger well. 
The crew knew. Seamen may be brave, but 
they do not forget their fears. The lives of 
the seven men, the fate of his craft and car- 
gO and, more than ali, the lives of his wife 
and daughter were threatened by that gut- 
teral rumble in the bowels of the ehip. 


“Captain Briggs, says Dr. Cox, speaking 
with family endorsement, “ordered the yaw! 
lowered, for it was the only boat on the 
vesse). 

“Yawl alongside, the work of taking in 
sail was begun. Someone lowered the top- 
gallant yard, and someone the gaff top-sall. 


“At this point there was, I think, an ex- 
plosion that blew the forward hatch into the 
air and it fell on deck upside down. 


“Possibly someone of the crew was struck 
and injured, and that those were blood- 
stains found by the forward hatch. on a 
deck that was otherwise spotiess. 


“Expecting the destruction of the vesse! 
at any minute everybody rushed to the yaw). 
Captain Briggs remembered his navigating 
instruments but forgot his log He failed 
to lash the wheel. Someone must have 
rushed to the ship's stores for food and 
ransacké@d that drawer 

“They were intent only on one thing— 
to reach a safe distance before the great ex- 
plosion they expected——the blast, the burst 
of flame that would engulf the ship and 
them. And they forgot to attach a line to 
the Mary Celeste by which they might be 
towed 


“The cargo did not explode. The gaseous 
alr rushed up through the open hatch. The 
wind suddenly freshened and the brig salled 
away from the tiny yaw)—leaving ten per- 
sons in an overladen boat, 100 miles from 
land. The rest is a common tragedy of the 
sen.” 

And that, by every evidence of seaman- 
ship. is probably what happened.

Before the 
Cheek holdup Gore, myself and Berry were 
in Gore’s barbershop at Buckhead and 
agreed that if we got into any trouble that 
we would lay it to Jack Wilson, because 
he had escaped from the penitentiary in 
Michigan. After the killing, all of us got 
into the automobile, went toward Ogle- 
thorpe and then turned off from Peachtree. 
I do not recall the place where we turned 
off or the direction. We got stuck in the 
mud after we turned off from Peachtree. 
We got out and helped push the car out of

The boyish bob 
that I had at the time of the killing, Gore 
cut for me at his barbershop at Buckhead. 
1 had talked to Gore about what Jack had 
done, and then Gore proposed that we go 
out and do some jobs, and said that Berry 
would be a good one to go in with us.

I talked 
to Gore Sunday at the State Farm, but only 
about my confession.

It is possible, of course, that Ruby Ray +s 
confession was not made in the spirit +f 
sacrifice or even intended to benefit Ju: « 
Wilson or anybody else. It is a fact wel 
known to criminologists that many persvusr 
who confess crimes are not guilty of them, 
but seek only to satisfy some strange crav- 
ing for publicity, fabricating complicated 
and convincing yarns that often pugzie the 
most skiliful of detectives. Such cases are 
common enough, especially among women. 
It is possible that Ruby's prison seclusion 
has played upon her nerves until she can 
withstand her craving for notoriety no longer.

He 
pulled his right hand out of his pocket, and 
I saw that it trembled as he looked at me 
straight. Ruby Ray, in her statement at 
Milledgeville, says that Mr. Cheek, when told 
to put up hie bands, had some difficulty tn 
getting them up, as he caught them in the 
showcase. Now, that is the truth. He was 
standing behind the showcase, and as the 
space Was very narrow, and he had been 
getting something from inside the show- 
case, he knocked hie hands against the glass 
as he raised them over his head. How could 
Ruby know anything about that if she 
waent on the spot’ I had pot thought 
about that particular circumstance myself 
until the Ray woman mentioned it in her 
statement I have looked at several pic- 
tures of Jack Wilson and have never been 
eble to obeerve the slightest resemblance be- 
tween the man’s picture and the person who 
came into my husband's store and shot 
him.”

tain islands,’ we are not surprised, for 
it was islands, or at least isiand of 
Jepan, and not a mainland, {no which the 
interest of Pinson centered. And when, on 
October 7, Columbus, in deference to the 
wish of Pinzon, actually changed direction 
from west to west-southwest; and when, 
an* October 12, |land—Guanahan! or Watling 
Island—rewarded the change, !t was natural 
that both Columbus and Pinson should be 
convinced that they were in an archipelago 
of Asiatic India, with Japan not far away 
Clad in armor, over which, true to his 
taste in color and to his instinct for effect, 
he had thrown the crimson robe of an Ad- 
miral of Castile, Columbus, with the furled 
royal standard grasped in his left hand, bent 
low to the earth, which he saluted. His 
actions were imitated by the captains of the 
Pinta and Nina, Martin Alonso Pinson and 
his brother, Vincent Yanes, who bore stand- 
ards embliasoned each wkh a green cross.

the royal notary and the royal inspecter as 
witnesses, unfurled the royal! standard, drew 
his sword. and proclaimed the island the 
possession henceforth of the Crown of Spain, 
naming it San Salvador. 

On October 28 the expedition discovered 
Cuba, and on December 5, Hayti or Espa- 
rola. 

Later, Columbus identified Cipangu with 
Hayt:, but Cuba he consistently continued 
to regard as the mainland, peering expec- 
tantly into its bars and up its streams for 
“populous cities” such as the Kinsay of Mar- 
co Folo and of the world mape, maps like 
Fra Mauro's of 1467-59, which he “saw” be- 
fore leaving Spain. Having completed his 
voyage by “finding what he sought,”’ though 
manifestiy not “populous cities,"” Columbus 
set sail from the eastern end of the island 
of Hayti for home, on January 16, 1493. 

Two occurrences hastened his return. On 
November 21, 1492, Martin Alonso Pinzon, 
impatient for the discovery of Cipangu 
(Japan) and the realization of those dreams 
of gold on the strength of which he had se- 
cured enlistments at Palos, had gone off in 
the Pinta for some prospecting of his own. 
Then, on Christmas night, the Santa Maria 
‘had been wrecked, leaving the Admira! with 
Only the Nina wherein to continue his ex- 
piorations. Thus handicapped, he had been 
forced to build on Espanola (Hayt!) a fort- 
ress, La Navidad, where he left 37 of his 
men, and crowded into the Nina the re- 
tnainder. 

Pinzon had rejoined the expedition on 
January 6, 1493, but the Admiral waa much 
vexed and not disposed to pariey or linger. 


the voyage back was tempestuous 

Storma began on February 12 and so 
grew in vislence that on February 14 
Columbus placed in a barrel a parch- 
ment inecribed with an account of his dis. 
ccveries and committed it tu the sea 
But he succeeded in making port in the 
Portuguese island of Santa Maria. one of 
the Agsores, whence he sailed for Cas- 
tile. More storms delayed him. but on 
March 4 the Nina entered the Tagus and 
anchored off Rastelo. Of the fate of the 
Pinta, meanwhile, nothing had been known 
since February 14, when ehe had disap- 
peared, running before the wind 

By March 15 the Admiral was at Palos, 
where, on the evening of the same day, 
Martin Alonso Pinzon likewise arrived, hav- 
ing brought the Pinta safe into port at Bay- 
ona, in Galicia. But it was a full month be- 
fore Columbus was received by Ferdinand 
and Isabella in Barcelona, and in the mean- 
time Pinzon, already !/il when he disem- 
barked, had breathed his last. What light 
upon the great voyage to the Antilles might 
have been shed had Pinson—forceful per- 
sonality that he was—eurvived' 

In Seville, where, amid much ovation, Co- 
lumbus awaited the pleasure of the Spanish 
eovereignse, there came to him a letter, dat- 
el] March 30, addressed to “The Admiral! of 
the Ocean and Viceroy and Governor 
of the islands discovered in the Indies,’ and 
confirming what had previously been condi- 
tionally granted to him in the Capitulation 
and Letters Patent of April, 14932. 

Ferdinand and isabella, happy at the suc- 
cess of their adventurous protege, which no 
doubt they had scarcely expected, were 
sugustiy gracious. Seated under a golden 
canopy in the Alcazar of the Moorish Kings, 
they arose to greet Columbus on bis entry,

B ESIDES the voyage of 1492, Colum- 


the opinion of King John II of Portugal that e 


to the south there lay a continent: and the 
Opinion was sustained, for the voyage was 
signalized by the Admiral’s greatest achieve- 
ment next to that of 1492-——the discovery of 
the mainland of America, at Paria, near the 
mouths of the Orinoco. Mistaking the land 
at first for an insular body, he soon came 
to realize ite true character. 

By 1501 the Admiral had conceived the 
project of a fourth voyage, to be made with 
four caravelis and 150 men; but before set- 
ting out, in 1502, he deposited his papers 
in safekeeping. drafted his will, and wrote 
to the Bank of St. George in Genoa, offering 
a tenth of his yearly income for the reduc- 
tion of food taxes in that commonwealth. 
This last maritime enterprise was shared by 
his brother, Bartholomew, and hie son, Fer- 
dinand, now a iad of 14, and had for its 
main motive the disclosure of some avenue 
by which Asia—that part of it where lay the 
richea—might be attained. In short, Co- 
lumbus had now come to realise that thus 
far he had failed to reach the country of the 
Great Khan. He felt that he must have 
reached Asia, but at a point lying to the 
south of Cathay and India. 


coast of Central America, from Cartari 

in Nicaragua to the site of Puerto 
Bello in Panama, hearing of “pepper” and of 
people in “rich clothing,”’ of commerce, and 
of the “River Gangas.”’ 

In November, 1604. he returned to Spain, 
where Isabella, his patroness, was on her 
deathbed, so that his many letters to the 
Spanish court remained unacknowledged. 

With some premonition of his own demise. 
Columbus now busied himself with his lest 
will, charging his son, Diego, to provide for 
the maintenance of Beatriz, “a person to 
whom I am under great obligations: and let 
this,” he continues, “be done for the dis- 
charge of my conscience, for it weighs heavy 
on my soul.” 

On May 20, 1606, at Valladolid, broken, 
discouraged-and wellnigh forgotten even in 
Spain, the discoverer of America, Vicerey of 
the Indies and Admiral of the Oceaa. 
breathed his last.

The writing of this article “was a concrete 
example of a fool rushing in where angels 
feared to tread.’ Thompson declared in tell- 
ing of the incident, but it served at least to 
attract the notice of a group of eminent aci- 
entists, and eventualiy it resulted ip the 
young student being invited by the offi- 
cialis of the Peabody Museum of Harvard 
University to go to Yucatan and explore the 
remains of the ancient civilization there 
To give him official atanding and to aid 
him in his work, President McKinley was in- 
duced to appoint him Coneul to Yucaten, 
with the understanding thet moat of his time 
wae to be devoted two scientific work. He 
went, and during the 80 years he spent there 
——25 of them as Conese! and scientist and 
the last five devoted exclusively to arche- 
ology—he distinguished himself with the 
following notable accomplishments. 

He contributed more information tending 
tu establish the origin of these mysterious, 
early Atmericans than any other man. 

He proved by laborious exploration of the 
Sacred Well of Chichen-Itsa that the tradi- 
tion of the Mayas regarding the sacrifice 
of human beings to. their gode was fact. 


He excavated se iarge number of tombs 
centuries old, including the burial place of 
a high priest. or ruler, atid found there, in 
a grave so deep that five other graves had 
been placed above it as guards, the bones of 
the monarch, with a great number of articles 
of scientific value. 


He discovered in the jungles half a dosen

found in the ruine that Thompson 

relies for a clew to the original home 
of the Maya race. Since no jade has 
been found in its natural state in Amer- 
ica, he holds the Mayas must have brought 
it from some other continent. That they 
regarded it as among their most cherished 
possessions is easy to see from its use as 
offerings to the rain god and from its lofty 
place in the temples. Their familiarity 
with it and their high appreciation of it 
would tend to show that the continent which 
was their first home was rich in jade. This 
would point to Asia as the original home 
of the Mayas, for only in some parts of 
China has been found jade to compare in 
richness with that possessed by the early 
races of Yucatan. 


Thompson, therefore, defends the theory 
that all of the early races of America origi- 
nated in Asia. He believes that there were 
numerous migrations. which probably ex-

HERE are numerous, old traditione 
among the Mayas which indicate 
that the early leaders of their peo- 
ple came from far distent lands to the 
north and west of Yucatan. Certain 
features of the original Maya 
are similar to those in the religions of 
Numerous Asiatic pecples. the sun god and 
the serpent having places of prominence in 
both. Types of Maya architecture bear uo- 
questionable traces of Oriental influence, 
but whether these were brought by the orig- 
Ina) settlers themselves or carried in by peo- 
ples arriving later is @ question as yet un- 
determined. 

Probably the most conclusive bit of evri- 
dence to hear out Thompson's theory of 
Asiatic origin is the fact that the bones of 
the ancient Mayas have been found to be of 
the same identical structure as those of the 
early inhabitants of Tibet. This links so 
closely with the jade theory that Thompson's 
watch-charm symbol] which he fondles so 
affectionately seems to take on a new sig- 
nificance.
